I fhall neither examine here, whether 
the QUEEN’s Advocate in. Scotland 
was miftaken, og whether the Judges 
m Scotland, cal’d the Lords of the 
Jufticiary, were. wrong, or whether 
the Prifoners were guilty or no. Thefe 
Things are Perfonal, and relate not to 
my prefent View of Fhings————The 
Judges no doubt fay, the Advocate is 
wrong, and refus’d a fecond Hearing 
of Witneffes ; the Advocate fays he is 
sight, that they eught to hear all his 
Evidence-——-Again the Lord Advo- 
cate favs; be has more Evidence, aad 
can {ufficiently prove the Crimes, and 
cohyi@ the Prifoners ; thé -Prifoners 
Rand upon their Innocence, and Gy, 
they hav¢had-a full Trial, aad if they 
had had any PYadeice, they might 
have brought it- 

tn thé thort, the Perfoms are acquitted ; 
the Advocate in wain demanding Li- 
berty ta examine more Witnefles—— 
This is the fliort of the, Faét.

Difference between an Accident and a 
Practice : The wifeft Men’ in the Pragtice 
of the Law may miftake, all Men know the 
prefent Lord Advocate to be the greatefl 
Lawyer in that Kingdom, he: has the Re- 
putation of being both honeftand able; yet 
he is not infallible— And be may miftake : 
Nor are the Judges infallible; and it would 
he very hard to fay, t#me-becanfe the Lord 
Advocate in Scotland and the Judges are not 
infallible, that therefore the QUEEN fhall 
never have any Jaftice in Scotland; neither 
above all is it fit for us tofay fo here, where 
we have had fome of the moft confidérable 
Trials in Matter of Mifdemeanor, &-§ mil 
earried. by the Miftakes of the Lawyers, 
the famous falfe Letim Bill, their ec pon,

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ftake, Dr. Drake Author’ of Mereertas 
Polisitus came off, by the Nicty of toe 
Letter.

lac’d, but it has left Room to amend, alter, 
and corre the Laws—FOR EVIDENT 
UTILITY, the very Words of the Union— 
Nor is thereany Man in Scotland, at leaft 
not any bonelt Man, that would not be willing 
tohave the Lawsamended, and Juftice put 
in a free uninterrupted Courfe, and the 
Claufe in the Speech of the Lords Commif- 
fioners to the Parliament, having noted 
this very Thing, Ihope, the Parliament 
will be farther moved by this Occafion to 
look intoit, and fee, what needful Regu- 
lations, confiftent with the Union, may be 
made, if pofhible, to {ttle Criminal Juftice 
ia fome better Method in Scotland,

have to be uneafie at the prefent Cafe, 
whereg few (Criminalsifthey were guilty) 
have efcaped by a Miftake of a Form—— 
There isno doubt, but the Parliament will 
fo effeétually fettle publick Juftice in Scor- 
lund, that they, that take Encouragement 
from hence to affront-and infule theQUEEN, 
may perhapa fee a plainer High-way from 
Facobitifm, to the Gallows, than ever they 
faw before.
